The government dispatched 
the heavily-armed unit to Bel 
fast to meet new threats of 
violence from the. south and 
expressed fear the IRA plans to 
step up undergroumactivity. in 
England itself in the battle

The action came as police and 
troops in Northern Ireland were 
placed on an “invasion alert.” 

In London, Scotland Yard 
placed a heavy bodyguard 
around Northern Ireland Prem 
jer Lord Brookeborough before 
he flew back to Belfast. He ap 
peared on television in London 
Monday night to denounce the 
latest wave of violence by the 
otitiawed IRA 

As Lora Brookeborough step 
ped before the cameras in Lon- 
don he was handed an urgent 
telegram. He read the message 
and then told his TV audience: 
“An attack on a patrol car is 
going on at the very moment 
1 speak to you.” 

The engagement between 
police and republican extremists 
was fought near Lisnaskea, only 
a few mile. from the prime 
minister's home. A short time 
later a bomb exploded beside a 
Police station at Newtown But 
ler, also near the Brookeborough 
home. It caused little damage

ATE IN 1955 PRESIDENT 

Eisenhower made a stand fof his 
more liberal tariff policy on the 
ground fish fillets issue. Protection- 
ists in the U.S> had sought to use 
escape clauses in existing trade 
agreements to raise the duty on im- 
ports of this food mainly from Can- 
ada, Iceland and Norway 


The decision was important to 
the Canadian fishing industry—par- 
ticularly on the Atlantic Coast. 

It is still important. Hence, when 
President Eisenhower rejected 
another effort to impose higher du- 
ties—as he did recently against the 
unanimous recommendation of the 
United States Tariff Commission 
the incident spelt out good news for 
Canada 

Nor is Canada the only country 
concerned. The fish fillet business is 
a major consideration to Iceland. 
And Iceland has recently been en- 
gaged in a debate over the advisabil- 
ity of ousting U.S. forces from a vital 
air base at Keflavik 

That debate has been completed 
with approval for the continued op- 
eration of the air base maintained 
by Americans: as’ part: of- NATO: de 
fences 3efore Iceland announced 
that decision, the country reportedly

But if there is little news emerg- 
ing from the Iberian peninsula, the 
yeast of politics and democratic 
thought appears to be working there. 

One expression ofthis develop- 
ment is seen in the activities of Dio- 
nesio Ridruejo. Senor Ridruejo was 
once a Falangist. He was a volun- 
teer in the Blue Division sent against 
the Soviets in the Second World War. 
Now he is so actively resentful 
against the present Spanish regime 
that he aspires to create and lead 
liberal elements toward a more de- 
mocratic government. 

Disregarding Franco’s prohibition 
of all political groupings other than 
the Falange, he has circulated to a 
select few a new manifesto announc- 


succession, 


ing the formation of the Social Party 
for Democratic Action. 

The manifesto roundly denounces 
the state in which, its author says, 
“The majority of Spaniards are pri- 
soners of a vicious circle which 
currupting their will and their 
imagination” to their “humiliation 
and shame.” 

The SPDA program calls for 
equal rights for all Spaniards, a de- 
mocratic form of government, open 
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discussion by all of Spain's political | 


forces of the “‘liquidating phase” of 
the Franco regime, and the setting 
up of provisional measures designed 


to give back to Spaniards their politi- 


cal liberty. 


The senor hopes for the eventual | 


election of a parliament by universal 
suffrage, freedom of expression, of 
faith and association. 


It is not astonishing that men in | 


Spain harbor such aspiraions. It is 
unusual that they are able to gain 
any publicity. 

What progress the movement will 
make can only be guessed at this 
point, but at least it represents a 
domestic effort to end authoritarian 
rule in Spain.

It is in our 
best interest to preserve the remarkable 
alliance that exists between this country 
and Britain. Britain is not only our

that continues to exert invigorating influ- 
ence on our own culture. Britain shows 
few of the symptoms of decadence and 
decay her enemies are so fond of attribut- 
ing to her. It would be, indeed, the ma- 
jor tragedy of modern times and prob- 
ably the beginning of the end of our own 
civilization should the ties which now 
bind us to England ever be allowed to 
weaken.”

How Long Have There Been Encyclopedias? 


An encyclopedia is supposed 
to give an account of just about 
everything. Sensible people have 
always wanted to learn all they 
‘could and the idea of such a col- 
lection of knowledge goes back 
to the ancient Greeks. Almost 
2,000 years ago somebody got 
busy and made the idea come 
true. He put into his encyclo 
pedia almost everything of im 
portance that was known in his 
day. Encyclopedias keep up this 
good work to the present day. 

The first writer of an encyclo 
pedia was a lawyer and soldier 
of the Roman empire. His full 
name was Gaius Plinius Secun- 
dus. We call him Pliny the 
Elder, Pliny the Younger was 
nephew and adopted son 
from whom we hear so much of 
the great encyclopedia writer 
He wrote of hoW his famous 
uncle was able to carry out his 
duties to Rome and also find 
time to write his massive work 

which he did all by himself 

Pliny the Elder, it seems 
loved to read and to study. He 
loved to meet authors and dis 
cuss their thoughts and works 
And he was full of interest and 
curiosity for just about every 
thing in the world. His day was 
divided between his duties and 
his studies. He managed this 
whether living in his town villa 
spending the summer in the 
try or travelling for Rome 
in foreign lands.

He even describes what 
was known of veterinary skilis 
and plant remedies. These and 
other subjects filled 2,493 chap 
ters. The massive work of 37 
books was published in the 
year 77 A.D. 

Pliny did not call his work 
an encyclopedia, though it actu- 
ally was. He called it the 
Natural History. The work was 
popular though Pliny lived 
only two years after it was fin- 
ished. It was revived in the 
Middle Ages and reprinted tor 
popular use in the year 1536 

The Natural History seems to 
rate as the first well-rounded 
encyclopedia, The idea of such 
a series of volumes was fol- 
lowed out in China some 600 
years ago. In the 14th century 
a Chinese emperor ordered such 
a work to be done. One of these 
works was completed in the 15th 
century. It was done by a group 
of scholars working together, 
which is how all modern ency- 
clopedias are made. Pliny, how: 
ever, wrote his encyclopedia al!
